The documents loaned to the War Department were copies of tech- 
nicel magazines,in German and in French, dating from 192] up to the late 
thirties, and comorised both government and private publications on elec- 
tronics and telecommunication subjects.

“ar College Library, “ashington, D.C,

gence organization, I would he most grateful if you could inform me tc 
whom I should address myself relative to the return of these documents.
